The Russian officials here claim theic 
la nothing alarming in all this, that it 
occurs every year at this time and it 
means nothing more than the work of 
shifting troops and preparing troops 
for their winter quarters.

It was Yes burg who secreted the three 
fugiti\es while the police of this and 
other cities were searching high and 
low for them. 
Vosburg made bis con­ 
fession to District Attorney Fellows 
yesterday. 
It was taken down by a 
stenographer, and last night central 
office detectives, under the guidance of 
Assistant District Attorney Barlow S. 
Weeks, were gathering corroboration 
of his statem ents.

til they are to Ik used. 
l« et us t ike, 
for instance, the r«>«*t crops, they nr« » 
grown underground, <*«»ol and m oist; 
these* must uot b e e.xp« >seel to the air 
eluriug w inter. f« >r their m oisture and 
juices s« M>n evaporate auel their deli« *- 
ious properties are lost. To k« M*p them 
iu dry sand, as is a common custom 
iu some places, is nearly as tiael as full 
exposure, lKcause the dry sauet will 
ab sorb their Juk es nearly as tiuk-kly 
aa would air b y evaporation.

"W e often have queries as to the 
best m ethod of storing vegetables and 
fru its during the w inter, aud they are 
questions we delight to answ er, as 
they show a grow ing tendency for 
bealthfnl and delicious food a t all 
tim es of the year. 
Not only that, but 
It is a move in the right direction from 
an economical standpoint," says A m er­ 
ican Gardening. 
"Iu order to preserve in a practically 
fresh state any vegetable or fruit, the 
conditions under which It w as grown 
m ust be duly considered. 
W hen tile 
objects have reached perfection all vi­ 
tal action m ust be suspended, and the 
specim ens kept in a dorm ant state un­ 
til they are to lie used. 
L et us take, 
for instance, the root crops, they are 
grown underground, cool and m oist; 
these m ust not be exposed to the air 
during w inter, for their m oisture ami 
juices soon evaporate and th eir delic­ 
ious properties are lo st To keep them 
in dry sand, as is a common custom 
in some places, is nearly as bad as full 
exposure, because the dry saud will 
absorb their juices nearly as quickly 
ss would air by evaporation. 
"M ost farm ers and gardeners are in 
the habit of putting aw ay for w inter's 
use such few vegetables as they find iu 
the garden upon the approach of frost; 
b u t very few grow vegetables express­ 
ly for storage, as they should do. 
In 
due tim e we shall urge the necessity of 
this, aud show how it eau be done prof­ 
itably. T his haphazard storage is done 
by taking up in a careless m anner, and 
usually throw ing into some vacant cor­ 
ner of the cellar, ju st w hatever is at 
hand, and in tills situation the fru its 
or vegetables rem ain until used or 
spoiled. The m ore considerate put them 
Iii boxes or barrels, and cover them 
w ith sand; this is good in intention, 
and that Is all th a t can be said for 
the method, as it does not accom plish 
the purpose intended. 
If the cellar be 
dry and light, the vegetables will soon 
dry up, and they will commence to 
grow, as nature will exhaust every 
effort in order to reproduce the species. 
If the cellar be moist aud warm , the 
vegetables will m ake a rapid growth 
because the conditions are favorable. 
On the other hand, if th e cellar be 
m oist aud cool, the vegetables will in­ 
variably mould and rot. 
E ither of 
these conditions ruins the vegetable for 
th e table, but w hat is still worse, the 
products of the decaying muss will fill 
the house aud possibly m ake the doc­ 
to r’s visits a necessity, ami under cer­ 
tain conditions scarletina or diphtheria 
m ay even be harbored. 
It is far bettor 
not to have vegetables in w hiter, than 
to have them in the house uuder such 
conditions.” 
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well m ade bundles—stalk, blade, oar 
and a ll—ready to bo picked up by the 
farm er, aud put into shocks for cur 
lug, It looks as though we are surely 
al.%ut to tak e a long step in advaffi-e 
along the line of producing cheap f**e*l 
H aving a world of cheap horaefiesh on 
hand, nothing can be more tim ely than 
th e debnt of these m odem corn bar 
vestera.

m anure w as through the air, th at m a­ 
nures m ust not be exposed to the ac­ 
tion of th e air. and yet a t the sam e 
tim e m anure would lie draw n out in 
large piles and left to heat and fer­ 
m ent w ithout any protection to prevent 
any escape of am m onia or its com­ 
pounds. 
This is an inexcusable practice, but 
this even does not result iii as great 
loss as occurs from the practice of 
plowing m anure deeply into the soil. 
Moistu* 
r w ater dissolves and car­ 
ries th e elem ents of fertility in the soil 
and during those periods when m oisture 
or waiter is soaking through or into the 
soil, fertility is carried dow nw ards. 
D rainage w ater carries fertility aw ay 
and although the process is slow it is 
none the less sure, and if long contin­ 
ued will produce noticeable results. 
The brook th a t passes through a field 
is slowly robbing it of Its fertility. 
The rains th a t fall upon a field, 
w hether the field Is level or slightly in­ 
clined. tends to en ter the soil ju st as 
w’ater falling upon a sponge will be ab ­ 
sorbed by It, and so the w ater Is caused 
to flow through the soil. and not over 
it, unless the surface Is very st**eply 
inclined, in which case the soil is lia­ 
ble to be carried away. 
These facts lead to the suggestion

Surface m anuring may

tons of m anure w as used per acre, In 


storing potatoes to put in a num ber of 
sm all ventilators here and th ere be­ 
fore Hie potatoes are stored.

Many 
attem p ts to obtain adm ission to the 
factory have been made, but a strict 
w atch is kept upon outsiders anxious 
to pry into Hie secret cbutubers where 
the heathen gmls ar** made, ami re­ 
porters, especially, are prevented from 
entering the works. 
Idols of all kinds are turned out, rep­ 
resenting the gods of all heathen na­ 
tions, from Tokal to Timbuetoo. The 
export trade to heathen countries Is a 
fairly large *uie. although m ore gods 
are sent out to foreign dealers in 
curios in the bazaars of Cairo, Du man­ 
us, Colombo, etc., for sale to unsus­ 
pecting travelers anxious to take home 
some m em entoes of their stay abroad. 
The price of gods varies greatly. 
You may get a Birm ingham -m ade one 
in a London curiosity shop for half a 
crown, or you may run up the pretty 
bill of $100 for an especially ugly one. 
"stolen,” according to th** dealer, "by 
a sailor during Hie Chinese w ar!" In 
the Cairo bazaar, however, the price 
of a first-class god of this kind may 
run up from $100 to anything. A trav ­ 
eler says th a t there is little difficulty 
iii detecting a god of native make 
from one of Birm ingham m anufacture. 
The 
firm 
generally 
displays 
some 
slight irregularity or change of design 
due to the native w orking by hand, 
while the Birm ingham god w as correct 
in form . 
The trade in Idols is kept such a 
close secret th at it is difficult to esti­ 
m ate the output, but there is no doubt 
the trade is a fairly hug** one, and that 
some enterprising Birm ingham mea do 
Very well in the business.

"In o rd er to p reserv e iu a practically 
fre sh state an y v egetable o r fruit, the 
conditions u n d e r w hich it w a s g row n 
m u s t be dulj* considered. 
W hen the 
objects h a v e reached perfection all vi­ 
tal action m u st lie suspended, an d the 
specim ens kept in a d o rm a n t sta te u n ­ 
til they a re to be used. 
L et us take, 
fo r instance, th e root crops, they a re 
g ro w n underg rou nd , cool a n d m oist; 
th ese m u st not b e exposed to th e a ir 
d u rin g w inter, fo r th eir m oistu re and 
juices soon e v a p o ra te au d th e ir delic­ 
ious pro perties a re lost. 
To k****p th em 
In d ry sand, as Is a co m m o n custom 
iu som e places, is n early as bad a s full 
exposure, because th e dry san d w ill 
ab so rb th eir juices n early a s quickly 
a* would tiir hy evaporation. 
“ Most fa r m e r s an d g a rd en ers are in 
th e h abit of p u ttin g aw ay for w in te r’s 
use such few vegetables as th ey find iu 
th» g ard en upon the ap p ro ach of frost; 
b u t very few grow vegetables ex p ress­ 
ly for storage, us they should do. 
In 
d u e tim e we shall urg e the necessity of 
this, an d show how it can be done prof­ 
itably. 
T h is h a p h a z a rd sto rag e is done 
by tak in g up in a careless m an ner, and 
usually th ro w in g into som e vacant cor­ 
n er of th e cellar. Just w h a te v e r Is at 
hunJ, am i in this situ atio n the fru its 
or vegetables rem ain until 
used 
or 
spoiled. T h e m ore c o n sid erate put them 
in 1k»x**s or b arrels, a n d cover them 
w ith san d : this is good in intention, 
a n d th a t Is all th a t can be said for 
th e m ethod, as It does not accom plish 
th e purpose intended. 
If tin* c ellar be 
d ry and light, th e v eg etab les will soon 
d ry up. a n d they will com m ence to 
grow, a s n a tu re will e x h a u st ev ery 
effort in o rd er to reproduce the species. 
If th e cellar be m oist a u d w arm , the 
v eg etables will m ak e a ntirid g ro w th 
b ecause th e conditions a re fav orable. 
On th** o th e r han d, if th e cellar be 
m oist a n d cool, th e v egetables will in­ 
v ariab ly m ould aud rot. 
E ith e r of 
these conditions ru in s the v egetab le for

Missionary Distriot of Duluth. 
The first convocation of tho new 
missionary diHriot of Duluth, since 
its creation by the general convention, 
was held in thia city on Wednesday 
and Thursday at St. Paul’s ohurch. 
Preliminary services were held on 
Tuesday evening, Rev. G. H. Mueller, 
Dean of the Northern Convocation, 
presiding. 
The regular proceedings 
opened on Wednesday morning with 
prayer by Arohdeacon Gillfilan and 
Rev. S. Pritchard, of Cloquet. 
At 10 
o'clock Holy Communion was cele­ 
brated by Bishop Gilbert, assisted by 
Archdeacon Appleby, Dean Mneller, 
Rev. C. Rollitt and Rev. Canon Pen- 
treatb, rector of the parish. 
Bishop 
Gilbert’s address on the work done 
and to be done in the new district, 
was an able effort and very attentively 
listened to. 
After the address came 
the business part of the meeting, and 
a standing committee, consisting of 
Rev. J. F. Hamilton, Rev. Dr. Ryaa, 
W. F. Paine and W. D. MoKay, was 
appointed. C. F. Hendricks, of Sauk 
Center, was elected secretary, and W. 
S. Bishop, of Duluth, treasurer. 
An 
adjournment until 2:30 was taken for 
luncheon, which was served in the 
Guild room by the ladies. 
After assembling for the afternoon 
service Judge Dickinson, of Duluth, 
was appointed Chancellor, Archdeacon 
Gillfilan as Registrar, and a board of 
diocesean 
missions 
was 
formed 
Nine trustees were appointed to hold 
ia trust the property of the new 
diocese, and the committee on en- 
downment reported $14,000 in cash 
nnd pledges, besides other pledges of 
land. 
At 7:30 p. m. a missionary meeting 
was held, presided over by Bishop 
Gilbert, and largely attended. The 
convocation adjonrned at 9 p. m., 
after which the delegates attended a 
reception aud banquet tendered by 
Rev. Canon Pentreath, the vestry and 
wardens, which was a very pleaaant 
affair. 
Mrs. Bronson, during the afternoon, 
organized a diocesean branch of the 
ladies’ auxiliary, with Mrs. Gillfilan, 
as presidont, and Dr. Adelain Gurd, 
secretary. 
The next convocation will occur at 
Duluth in November, 1896.
